tKe World From Starvation. 


"What we now call society in this coun- 


try consists of about seventy-three million 
human beings. 
Each one must be supplied 


every day with two and one-half to five 
pounds of food material, wilh fuel where- 
with to cook it, and with a certain amount 
of textile iabrios or furs and with some 
boards to put over his head. 


The world, as a whole, is always within 


about one year oi'starvation, withm two or 
three years of becoming naked, and within 
a few years of becoming houseless. In this 
country nearly two hundred human beings 
are added every year to our population. 
That number would soon crowd existing 
dwellings to death, unless in each year about 
a half-million of' men were occupied in 
adding (o tho number of dwellings already 
existing. 


We call - ourselves very rich. 
We g1 oat 


over the billions of dollars' worth of pro- 
peity disclosed by thejgures of the census. 
In 189Q ttfiTcbniputation reached the huge 
sum of over sixty-five billions of dollars. 
Qjly think of it! How rich we are! But 
what does it all come to 1 About one-third 
of this valuation is the estimated value of 
the land ou which capital has been placed. 
Land is our endowment, not our creation. 
If we deduct a reasonable sum for land 
valuation, what is left is the capital of the 
cummuniiy—about foriy-tive billion dollars. 
This is an estimate in dollars of what we 
have saved and put to purposes of enjoy- 
ment or future use in more than a century 
of existence as a nation. 
Again, this is a 


stupendous sum. What does it amount to 1 
If tlie value iu money of all that we con- 
sumed—food, fuel, shelter and clothing—iu 
the census year, figured at retail prices, was 
equal to flfty cents a day per person, then 
the product of the census year reached a 
valuation ia terms of money, iu round 
figures, of eleven and 
one-half billion 


dollars. 


Iu other words, in a little over a century 


of existence as a nation, and in less than, a 
century of union under a constitution, we 
have succeeded in saving products of human 
labor in the form of public buildings, ware- 
houses, workshops, 
factories, 
railways, 


vessels, dwellings, tools, machinery, and 
goods aud wares on tho .way from the pro- 
ducer to tlie actual consumer, to the amount 
of a little over seven hundred dollars' worth 
per head. 
We consume every year nearly a 


third as much as this measuie of all our 
savings."—.Edward Atkinson, ia the Pros- 
perity Number of the Engineering Magazine. 


— At the dinner recently given in Wash- 


ington by the Messrs. Cramp, of Ph.la., to 
Western Senators and Representatives, the 
speaker of the evening was Professor Gibbs, 
ot Philadelphia, who, after .describing how 
the pith of the corn stalk has been found by 
scientific experts to be the most valuable 
vegetable found for protecting the sides of 
battleships from iurushiug water when 
struts: by shells, aud telling how the stalk 
makes smokeless powder, wound up in this 
way : "When these facts become thoroughly 
known and realized und plants are put into 
operation for the manufacture of the articles, 
the entire crop of the country will be re- 
quired to meet the demaud, and the farmer 
will receive at least §2.50 per ton for corn- 
stalk, which he now is sometimes put to ex- 
pense to get rid ott'. At least §10 per acre 
will be received by the farmer lor bis sialks, 
fter he has already received about a 
imilur price for the com, thus actually 
doubling the value of the corn crop of the 
louatry."

CaptJiiu Itfurplu Dead. 


Captain Alfred'Marplc, one of ill e best- 


known residents of Bucks county, died at 
Langhorne last Friday evening at 0 o'clock, 
aged 77 years, after a long illness. He was 
oorii iu Philadelphia, December '23, 1819, 
beiug a son'of David aud Eliza Ann Marple. 
His mother was of English descent and a 
daughter of Joseph Haft, Jr., of Warminster, 
a son of Col. Joseph Hart, of the Revolution. 
His father was born at. Hatboro, then known 
us Crooked Billet, but after his marriage en- 
gaged in mercantile business in Philadel- 
phia. The most of his life was spent iu 
Warminstcr. lie was for a time Clerk to 
the Commissioners of Bucks county, was 
appointed Register by Governor Porter and 
under the new Constitution was elected to 
that office for three year". 
He was for four 


years Chief Clerk in the naval otlice, Phila- 
delphia, under General John Davis. 


Alfred was tho second son. 
He was 


reared on the farm, attended the common 
schools of the day and six mouths at the 
Warminstor Boarding School kept by Daniel 
Longatrctu. Ho also spent one term at the 
xtwuiuun. —t-. ^-11.^— ri-.ll. TI«;!c,l*>] , TTo QJI_ 
gaged in teaching several years and then 
was five years in. partnership with George 
Dean in a store at Langhorne. 
In 1859 he 


purchased a farm in Middloton and engaged 
in cultivating it. 
At the breaking out of 


the Civil War, he recruited Company F. 
104th Regiment, and remained iu command 
during tho enlistment of three years, when 
lie again returned to tho farm. 


In 18C8 he was m\de principal of the Sol- 


diers' Orphan's School at Quakerlown and 
remained there until the school was con- 
solidated with others at Chester Springs. 
He resumed farming until 1881, when he 
gave way to his son. 
He "Was postmaster of 


Langhorne under Buchanau's administra- 
tion, and a bank assessor for one year for 
the district composed of Bucks and Mont- 
jomery counties. 


Captain Marple in 1849, married Anna A., 


daughter of Garrett Vausaut. The result of 
this union was five children. Franklin H. 
Mary E. (deceased)., 'WilliamJW.. Florence 
W., and Ida M. Mrs. Marple died, Feb- 
ruary 1, 1871, aud ho was again married in 
1873 to Sallie A., daughter of Obadiali 
Aaron. 


Previous to the breaking out of the re- 


bellion Captain Marple was a Democrat, but 
from that time he was au ardeut Republi- 
can, active in the work of the parly and 
look a lively interest in public affairs 
generally. 


For some years 
Captain Marple was 


afflicted with partial blindness, and under- 
went several operations for the complete 
restoration of his sigut, but without success.

"I WHsaiixious to nmko complete studies 


of tbuso peculiar pooplo, so I not only 
pnhitod umlpbutogrnpliuil thorn, but I nlno 
undo a number of plustur cnsta This wus 
ihe first tijiio in the history of urotlo work 
tint tho attempt wus jiiudo to exorcise tho 
sculptor's art iu tho nrotlo regions. I may 
sny that I was most sucoossf'-.: )ii irmklng 
)lustor casts of tho Eskimos, uotwithstuud- 
ug tho low tomijoruturo in which I wns 
obliged to work. 


"1 hnd to try various pn*3»nf tho ship 


joforo I oould lind a plnoo whero the plus- 


or lowest deck of tho stoainor. 


"In making tho casts tho modo of oper- 


ating consisted In first anointing the bodies 


f tho natives with a prepurntion of petho- 
titum, then in building around the modol 
i wiill oJ ol»y to tho thickness of several 
nohos. 
Then I placed strings vertically 


and horizontally upon tho figuro, allowing 
them to stick to tho flosb, in order to sopa- 
•atc nucl brenk the mold. I thon poured 
ilaster of ports, mixed with water nnd 
salt, to hiistou hardeuiug, all over tho body 
it the subject, the mixture being 10 to 15 
logroos colder thuu tbe surrounding at- 
nosphero. 
I permitted the mixture to ro- 


nn!n for four or five minutes, or until 
mrd, and thon removed it, after marking 
t for future joining. 
Those molds wore 


afterward pared ofl to got rid of the super- 
tluous portions, and 
laid awny In and 


around the engine room to booome thor- 
oughly ovnporutod. 


"In making tho cast o£ tho fnoo two 


goose quills wore inserted In the nostril? of 
;he subject 
Then tho face was lubricated 


,nd tho eyes were closed and tissue paper 
>laocd over thom. Tim subject was plnood 
at full length on the deck, uud a wall of 
cliiv was built all around the face to pre- 
vent the plaster of pnrls from running till 
over. I then poured the plaster over tho 
'ace with one bund, while with the other I 
lekl the quills in an inclined position to 
>ermit of frco breathing. 
When tho mold 


inrdoned, it was immediately removed and 
irimmod as tbe other molds had been. 
Vlcusuromonts of tbo features and ruem- 
jers of the body wore also taken. 


"Tho .Eskimo subjects underwent these 


various operations very patiently and 
without a murmur. 
They even allowod 


ihemsolves to bo washed with soup and 
water, un experience as novel to thom as 
jeeoiuicg subjects for plaster casts, for, 
ihougli tho Eskimos possess many virtues, 
cleanliness is not next to godliness from 
iheir point of view. Notwithstanding tbo 
difficulties I succeeded In making 12 bar- 
relfuls of molds, which I have brought 
)nuk with me, so that I have reason to 
'ocl satiplicd with my work." — Xuw York 
rlerakl.

IMPORTATION SCHEMES. 


Why Japan««« Matches and Toot'iplckJ 


Are So Glienp. 


It has often boon n matter of wonder to 


casual purchasers that small articles of 
Jai«moso manufacture, such ns toothpicks 
and fans, could be sold nt suob low prices. 
Tho bimill fans are sold at a cent apiece, 
while tho dainty little toothpicks com- 
mand tho same price per bundle. 


When one examines either of those prod- 


ucts and speculates upon the amoVJt of 
labor that must bo spent to make them in 
any quantity, the natural Inference is that 
the well known snmllncss of Japanese 
wugos contains tho explanation. At a first 
gltince this seems to bo the natural ex- 
planation. Such skilled workers as watch- 
mnkors gat but a trifle more than ?1 a 
week for thoir services, and the less skilled 
und more mechanical trades command a 
pittance that to our western ideas seems 
incredibly small. 


But, small as the wages of the Japanese 


wr/rker may lie, there are considerations 
that indicate at once that some other cause 
must be found. There is a duty on both 
the articles mentioned, and in addition to 
this It must bo remembered that Japan is 
a good piece away, nnd that, in tlie natu- 
ral course, freights would give a considera- 
ble price in this market to articles that 
•were entirely without cost in the orient. 


A visit to several Japanese importing 


houses which deal exclusively in fine Sut- 
suina and other native wares and in Jap- 
anese curios revealed tho secret of the prices 
at -which tho small -wares could be offered 
here. The largo vases, which form tho sta- 
ple import of the concerns cnllod upon, re- 
quire the most careful packing, lost on 
their long journey they come to grlof, and 
hero is where the toothpicks and fans not 
only work thoir passage, but legally escape 
duty. .Packed in and around tho vasos are 
many t!nuu«ujjus ui UIUMJ uruiutrti, uuu uy 
this use they lose thoir character as mer- 
chandise and become merely so much 
"packing." It would be difficult to esti- 
mate the enormous quantities of this 
"packing" which would bo required fora 
single shipment of vusos. The market here 
is constantly glutted, and New Yorkers 
cnn purchase hero at homo those trifles at 
the same pricos that aro nskod in Tokyo, 
and their wonderful cheapness makes 
American competition totally out of tho 
question.—Jewelers' Beview.

Whenever the tracks ot said passenger lailway 
company shall cross stieet gul ters not yet cm bi.d 
and coveied, said company shall, under the 
supervision uf the Committee on Strcela and 
Highways, construct covered gutter crossings 
corresponding with those now in use, excepting 
that the covers of said guttets as well a» of all 
other gutters crossed liy said tracks, shall beul 
iron ot ytnilUr pattern and dimension to those 
now in ut-e at Cedar and Uorrance streets in said 
borough. 


SKOTIOK 6. That, if in the opinion of Council 


it shall bo necessaiy tor the Buiough at any time 
to occupy all 01 anypait ut any street named 
herein, lor any purpose whatsoever, the said

company shall commence the construction of
